What the Seas 
Mean to the Earth 


Of the whole surface of tho earth, 


more than 70 per cent is water; less 
than 30 per cent is land. 


The oceans of the 'world are its 


greatest highways. On them, above 
them, under their surface, move the 
bulk of the world's vital commerce. 


We of the 
United Stages, 
who 


happen to inhabit one of the greatest 
and choicest of the world's land 
masses, often think we are more or 
less independent of the sea. To Bri- 
tain, to Scandinavia, to Chile, the 
sea is the breath of national life. So 
it was to us in the early days when 
we were a narrow ribbon of colonies 
along the Atlantic coast. During the 
hundred years when we were absorb- 
ed in developing the west, we thought 
less of the sea. Then, as the present 
century dawned, we began to realize 
that all our vast continent was but 
an island surrounded by the encom- 
passing sea. 


The great struggle of 1914-1918 was, 


in one very important sense, a strug- 
gle for control of the sea. With such 
control in British hands, we felt at 
least that it was in hands unlikely 
to oppose own aims and interests. We 
saw to it that it remained that way. 


Now again control of the sea, pre- 


sent and future, is being contested on 
a broad scale, with a new clement 
entering—control of the air above the 
sea. No longer is there any sea con- 
trol without control of the air above 
it. 


The United States now has every 


reason to believe that it has the 
greatest navy in the world. With the 
new bases in the Atlantic and Paci- 
fic, 
when they are completed 
and 


equipped with air strength, we should 
be in an effective defensive position 
against any single nation. 


Unfortunately the world has gone 


beyond that, for a new technique has 
sprung up, 
of international coali- 


tions linked by common governmental 
ideals as well as interests. A coalit- 
ion of Germany, Italy, France, Japan, 
and a host of smaller conquered na- 
tions is more than a possibility. 


Against such a coalition, no coun- 


try, not even the United States, can 
build sea power that will guarantee 
security. That is why such a coalition 
must not be allowed to develop. 


And that is why the "after-the-war' 


problem must include some sort of 
a solution providing that the seas, 
common properly of all the peoples 
of the world, must be free.

PRESCCTT-The First Battalion of 


the 110th Engineers, composed of ap- 
proximately 300 men, moved into Pres- 
cott complying with orders to be sta- 
tioned here to make preparations for 
the army maneuvers slated for this 
section in August. The convoy of 41 
trucks and two ambulances arrived 
here from Capm Robinson about noon 
Thursday and headquarters have been 
set up in the City Park.

equipment for the unit will arrive 
later. 


The Engineers, a part of a Kansas 


City, Missouri, regiment, and one of 
the older units of the Army, is under 
command of Major James P. Hall of 
Lexington, Mo., Attached to the unit 
for its stay here is a detachment from 
headquarters and service units and 
a medical attachment. 


The heavy equipment expected will 


include air compressors, augers, trac- 
tors, road graders, etc. A water puri- 
fication unit and a mobile motor re- 
pair shop will also be attached. 


According to Maj. Hall, his troops 


will be stationed here until the open- 
ing of the maneuvers on August 17 and 
their work will consist chiefly of ro.id 
and bridge reconnaisance, road and 
bridge maintenance, loca^en of water 
points and construction of portable 
warehouses. 


The commanding officer, upon in- 


spection of the City Park, expressed 
himself as being very pleased with 
the preliminary arrangements that had 
been made for his unit and deemed 
the park a fine bivouac area.

Germans Admit 
Their Drive in 


Russia Stopped 


Reports Say Ger- 
mans Are Risking 
Everything on 
Second Thrust 


By the Associated Press 


Adolf Hitler's invasion armies driv- 


ing into Russia from the Bialystok- 
Minsk sectors have come to a com- 
plete standstill in several places, the 
official German news agency admit- 
ted Friday. 


At the same time a reliable source 


in London said that a mighty new 
German offensive to crush the Red 
army was now underway and its 
success or failure, the observer said, 
may determine the outcome of the 
German-Russian conflict. 


DNB, 
official German news agency, 


attributed the halt to the necessity 
of clearing roads which were said 
to ,be littered with Red army ma- 
chines. 


According to previous Vichy re- 


ports the German juggernaut has been 
stalled for more than a week, and 
there was noted a sharp contrast to 
the Nazi hurricane sweep through 
the lowlands into France last summer. 


DNB asserted the halt was a brief 


one and said the roads were clogged 
with a mass of' abandoned, shot to 
pieces, and burned out Russian tanks. 


"Part of the immense amount of 


war materials had to be shoved aside,' 
the communique said.

Meanwhile the Russians indicated 


that the sting had been taken out 
of the Nazi blitz and that Germans 
legions were no longer attacking.
